cost up. "We get about 1,000 letters 
a day in my oifice," says 
he, 
"and that means 
five

six 
stenographers and clerks do nothing 
but handle the mail,"

a man of a senator's obliga- 


tions to live on in Washington — 
unless he has a sizeable personal 
income.

Capt. Harry Elliott, head of the po- 
lice homicide squad, said 
today

status" of five of the city's most 
perplexing missing persons cases: 


"Now we'll get in some

work," he said. 


Sultry Jean Spangler, television 


and movie bit player; 48-ycnr-old 
Mimi Boomhower, socialite 
and 
widow of a big game hunter; Mick- 
ey Cohen mobsters Dave Ogul and 
Frank Niccoli, and Barney Weiner, 
newspaper 
circulation 
manager, 


have all disappeared since Aug. 
18, leaving virtually no trail. 
They have become part of the 
missing persons cases reported'to 
police. . 


Only time will provide a solution, 
or perhaps there will never be an 
answer to these unsolved cases 
carried on police books day after 
day, 
year after year. 


Perhaps Mimi Boomhower, the 
charming party-goer who, on Aug. 
18, left her 
Hollywood 
mansion 
with 
all the lights burning 
as 


though she had just gone outto 
though she had just gone out to 
come a famous missing person as 
New York State Supreme 
Court 
Judge Joseph Carter. 


On Aug. 10, 1030. Carter waved 
good bye to a chorus girl, climbed 
into a taxi and dropped out 
of 
sight. He was reputed to have had 
$20,000 with him. A ransom note 
was received by his wife but it 
was believed to be the work of a 
crank. 


"Cranks give us the most trou- 
ble," Elliott said. "That's why we 
welcome the day when newspapers 
stop printing stories about famous 
missing persons. We know when

O'Neil, shot to death, was lying 
in a laundry off the kicthen. The 
gun which apparently killed

Bulgarian 
Purge Begun 
by Courts 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 22 — (UP) 


— The communist government nas 
created a special seven-man court 
for a mass spy trial 
which in- 
formed sources said today would 
include many cabinet ministers and 
high government officials. 
Recent releases by the govern- 
ment press 
office 
indicated the 
trial would follow the same pat- 
tern as the one in 
Hungary 
in 


which Laszlo Rajk, No. 2 Hungar- 
ian communist, was condemned to 
death. 


Parliament was called into spe- 
cial session Thursday to pass a 
law authorizing a trial for "mem- 
ber of the government." The law 
was passed yesterday after a two- 
day session. 


Parliament adjourned 
immedi- 
ately after approving the law. Its 
term expires Oct. 27 and general 
elections for a new parliament will 
be held Dec. 18. 


The court in which the govern- 
ment ministers vyill be tried 
will 
consist of a president, two judges, 
and four jurors elected by parlia- 
ment. Its verdict will be final. 


Among those expected to be tried 
are former Finance Minister Pelko 
Kunin, who was relieved of 
his 


duties on Oct. 8 along with his 
deputy, Georgi Pctrov.

ment said Kunin had been expelled 
from Ihe 
communist 
fatherland 


front for "espionage and treacher 
ous activity."

asked to strip both Kunin 
and 
Pctrov of their parliamentary im-
